Cotton-Ralsing in the Sandwich Islands.

The Honolulu Commarcial Advertiser of July
20 has the following statements about cotton-
ralging st the Sandwich Islande:—

“The schoomer Nettie Merrill brought from
Niihav, 8 few days ago, some 6500 pounds, and
the stewmer and Kous Packet some 4000 pounds
from Hawali, of the very choicest Bea Island
ootton. That from Hawail was raised by a
native, who received $366 for cotton brought
down this week, inclnding & premlum of $100,
which he had esrned, and who has becn pad
nearly £1000 for cotton delivered by him dur-
ing the past twelve months, This woald indi-
cate that the article osn be grown here In cer-
tain loealities, although on the Island of Oahu
the cultavation ol it has nearly censed, owing
to the caterpillars and drought, which entirely
destroyed tEe lantations in 1866, There are
certaln tracts of low molst land near the sea on
each of the islands, both on the weather aod
lee sides, where this plant will thrlve better than
snything else, and these are the localitles which
should be selected—the nearer the sea the bet
ter; and of solls, sandy soil |8 the best. Any
forelgmer, who has the land, can engage pro-
fiably In cotton-growlng, with very little outlay
of capital, The reward of his Jabor, on favor
uble soil, will be from fifty to gixty dollara an
acre, though good management may, perhaps,
increase It to elghty or & hundred dollars,
Bugar-cane does not average this return to culti-
vators, to say nothing of having to wail three
times as long for the pay.”

Wishiog to see whbat the
Ritoalists think of it, I went out and bought a
oopy of the Church Times, 1t \s sgitated, bat
pot frightened. It considers these secret in-
quiries very unsatisfpotory. It predicts that
any law on thoe subjeet will be as dend as the
Ecelesinstical Titles bill against the IRoman
Catholics, Put it iz not so much in its direct
trentment of the subject that the plucky ritualisy
orgun thows it spirit, as in Its reporis of ritual
services.

They are accused of mutilat-
ing the gervice, There 18 no oblatlon of the
bread and wine—the words of administration
are repeiated but once for each group—‘‘it Is
not unusual for conscerated wine to be poured
buck into the bottle for future uee, and the
bread given away to a clerk to bring home,”
Buptism is not performed valldly; absolution in
t}tm visitation of the sick is never pronounced,”

I give go much space to this matter, because
it is the question of the hour, and one which
atiracts more attention than Parliamentary re-
form, the Abyeeiniun expedition, or the prespect
of war on the continent. The scttou of the Com-
mission, L0 far, Is timid, weak, illogical, and
about equally unsatisfictory to both parties,
The Times' leaders on the subject are wrillen by
Dr. Cumuming, author of works on keeping bees
and the Apocalypse, and who lectures in the
Frovinees on **No Peuce with Rome.”

in which the bishops do not belleve, end which
they had, of course, no intention to bestow.
There is no suthority, and can be no obedience,
The Ritualist clergymen, in etfect, defy the
whole bench ol bishops, und utterly repuadiaste
uny power of Parliamentto Interfere with them,
They appeal to the general doctrine and practice
of the Church, but from the Chureh to which
they appeal they are as eutively severed as any
gect of Dissenters, Each priest rules over his
own flock, and is Pope of bisown parish, aninde-

ndent but rather disorderly position. The

ishops, now so divided in doctrine, must agree
among themeelves, or their position is lost, 1If
they agree against the ritualists, or in favor of
them, there must still be disaster, The ritual
Ists have the settled and avowed purpose of un-
doing the work of Protestantism nmﬁeunlmm
England and Rome; and this the Protestant
party will resist to the last extremity. On the
other hand, the Chuich caunot afford to drive
8o rich, so able, aud 80 zealous & body of clergy
and luily as the ritualists into open rebellion.
Itie avery difficult position. It is said that
the Church of Evgland ts broad and compre-
hensive enough to include all shades of belisf,
That may be so as long us none of the shades ure
too much In earnest to tolarate the oppoiite
ghades; but when men giow zealous for their
faith, they are too apt to grow in the same de-
gree intolerant of what they consider error,
